A New York diamond merchant 
was brutally slain in a downtown 
hotel room late Friday in what 
police described as a well-timed, 
highly professional robbery. 

However, the killers missed a 
handful of unset diamonds—tenta- 
tively valued at $100,000—evident- 
ly the major portion of valuable 
stones which the merchant, Fa- 
bius Frankel, 69, carried in 
a concealed vest under his cloth- 
ing. 

Detectives E. F. McKillop and 
Harry McCollister said the final 
appraisal might run well above 
the $100,000 figure.

They do not have shiny, 
good looking shoes. Their best 
and most expensive suits are 
drab. The women do not have 
available at cheap prices all the 
great arrays of cosmetics and 
pretty “things.” All their pos- 
sessions are utilitarian. 

Their government has com- 
pelled them to do without while 
it went ahead with its Marxist 
programs. But only a fool would 
fail to see that their programs in

All Illegal, 
Court Rules 


By BRUCE GALPHIN 

Sale of mixed drinks under any 
guise is illegal in Georgia, the 
State Court of Appeals held Fri- 
day. 

The ruling could be a stagger- 
ing blow to Atlanta’s pouring 
license ordinance and mixed 
drink sales in other cities. 

The decision came in an appeal 
by R. L. Raines of Columbus, 
who was convicted of selling 
whisky without a license and 
sentenced to three months in 
prison. 

Raines had a state license to 
sell wine by. the bottle or by 
the drink. At his trial, evidence 
showed Raines prepared and sold 
a scotch-and-soda order in the 
presence of a Columbus police- 
man. 

Raines in an unsworn state- 
ment asserted that the drink 
contained less than 12 per cent 
alcohol by volume. 

His lawyer, J. Walter Owens, 
argued that the drink did not 
qualify as a “fortified wine” 
under Georgia law because it was 
less than 21 per cent alcohol. 

In an opinion delivered by 
Judge Ira Carlisle, however, the 
appellate court held: “the mere 
fact that whisky is mixed with

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Federal Reserve 
Proves Its Worth 


Except to those in banks and financial 
hotises, the Federal Reserve System’s re- 
duttion of discount rates to member banks 
from 3% per cent to 3 per cent attracts 
little public interest. 

That is unfortunate because the av- 
erage citizen should understand how valu- 
able an asset the Federal Reserve really is 
and how it works to assist him and protect 
the integrity of the currency. 

‘The Federal Reserve has not halted 
inflation. But it has controlled it. It has 
prévented a runaway. It has slowed down 
a building boom which was going off into 
luxuries in housing no longer in demand. 
‘It has done something else which the 
system’s officials cannot say. The com- 
petitive system, even though it be best, 
always contains those who ruthlessly ex- 
ploit to the fullest either inflation or 
deflation. During inflation periods, there 
are those who make a business of it. If it 
slows down, they stand to lose. So 
shrewdly and with considerable persua- 
siveness, they argue that inflation is nec- 
essary—that a certain amount (they never 
state how much)—is good. 

Never in our history have we had an 
opportunity to see how necessary is the 
valve of the flexible Federal Reserve 
System. And we also have a right to be 
thankful that its executive direction is not 
political in the real meaning of the word. 
‘The reduction in interest rates will 
produce helpful results for the average 
businessman. Money, as a banker has said, 
is like a string. You can pull it but you 
can’t push it. 

As the financial world readjusts itself, 
there will be results. The winter building 
and repair business, always slow, should 
pick up. So should other activities de- 
layed by the higher rate. The general out- 
look should improve. People will think 
of what they can do instead of in terms 
of what they had best not do. 

We salute the head of the Federal Re- 
serve System, William M. Martin, and all 
his aides for their continuing good work.

The State Can Correct 
Flaws in Government 


It wasn’t the iceberg visible above the 
water that sank the Titanic. The liner 
missed that. The submerged nine-tenths 
did the damage. 

It’s that way with Georgia, DeKalb 
Rep. James A. Mackay said in a talk made 
in Atlanta this week. 

Georgia is changing rapidly, Rep. 
Mackay reminded his audience. Apparent- 
ly it is making progress. 

But below the surface are structural 
flaws in state government. Unless cor- 
rected, these are bound to give trouble. 
One weakness is the need for a leg- 
islative research agency working between 
Assembly sessions to provide factual in- 
formation on problems the Assembly must 
face. Jim Mackay said the 1957 session of 
the Legislature failed to pass a driver 
training law largely because it wasn’t well 
enough informed on the subject. 

Another flaw lies in the State Con- 
stitution. The 1945 revision did not allow 
for urbanization. Cities and counties lack 
powers they need to cope with mounting 
population. Already the 1945 state con- 
stitution has been amended 180 times. Of 
these amendments, 149 are local. 


The third weakness in state govern- 
ment, said Rep. Mackay, is the lack of 
true representation. 

The move from country to city has put 
40 per cent of the people in eight coun- 
ties. This 40 per cent—1,500,000 Geor- 
gians—has only 12 per cent representa- 
tion. The Assembly is so stacked that 114,- 
000 people in the less populous counties 
can outvote 1,500,000 in the populous 
counties. 

Jim Mackay declared it is politically 
and morally wrong for more and more 
people to have less and less to say about 
their government. 

One remedy, as he pointed out, is a 
better informed Legislature, more truly 
representative of the people. 

The remedy won’t come soon. Jim 
Mackay knows that. But he knows, too, 
that someone must sound the warning.

Our Living Standards 
Depend on Productivity 


President Ben S. Gilmer of Southern 
Bell described one of the basic causes of 
inflation in an address Thursday to the 
Atlanta Junior Chamber of Commerce. 


Productivity, he declared, has not been 
increasing as rapidly as wage rates nor 
in proportion to the population increase. 
Pointing out that the proportion of the 
population in the young and old groups— 
the non-productive part of the population 
—is increasing at a much more rapid rate 
than the working-age group, he said: 


“As long as productivity has been in- 
creasing, everything has been fine. But 
this productivity, which has been aver- 
aging about a 3 per cent rise a year dur- 
ing the past eight years, last year rose 
only 1% per cent. With wages going up 
5 per cent or more a year, industry has 
to raise prices to reflect higher costs. The 
result is inflation.” 

If the American standard of living is 
to be maintained at anywhere near its 
present level, productivity of each indi- 
vidual in the work force must increase. 
And with the labor force in. prospect, 
more and more automation must be used 
to insure the supply of goods and services 
we now have. 

Increased: wages without increased 
productivity merely means more infla- 
tionary pressures. The resulting inflation 
means a lower standard of living. So will 
lower productivity which will result in 
fewer goods for more and more people. 

As proof that population growth alone 
does not insure prosperity but can mean 
just the opposite, Mr. Gilmer cited the 
cases of China and India. A growing pop- 
ulation raises the standard of living only 
if the extra people result in more than a 
proportionate increase in production. 

With so much of the national product 
going to defense, all of us must think in 
terms of these basic essentials to the long- 
range health of the economy.

Southwest Georgia Needs 
Juvenile Detention Home 


The Georgia Peace Officers Assn. has added its voice to the move- 
ment for establishing of juvenile detention homes in the state. Nearly 
two years ago individuals and civic groups in the Moultrie area noted 
the lack of facilities for detaining juveniles while they were being 
investigated and their case settled. A request was made for a juvenile 
detention home—a movement in which the Superior Court judge and 
juvenile officers heartily concurred. 


A proposal was made that a 
juvenile detention home be built 
to serve the five counties in the 
Southern Judicial Circuit. Various 
official bodies approved the idea 
on a joint support basis. Plans 
were drawn and submitted to the 
state for approval. 

Because of other projects and 
programs, nothing more has come 
from the pr 


for such facilities at strategic 
points over the state and have 
passed a resolution recommend- 
ing the establishing of several 
juvenile detention homes. 

The peace officers, like interest- 
ed parties in this southwest Geor- 
gia area, feel that juveniles 
should not be thrown with hard-

Forgiven Sinners 


Yesterday I named three of the facts which if 
we accept will enable us to feel really forgiven: 
(2) Forgiveness means 


(1) God wants to forgive; 


we are again on good terms with Him; (3) God does not merece us te 
rid ourselves of our sins. The others are as follows: 


(4) When forgiven we can go 
on. God expects that. He doesn’t 
want us to keep on confessing 
the same sin. When. Jesus says 
God is a father, that helps me 
because I had an earthly father 
who was like what I want to be- 
lieve God is like. One of papa’s 
rules with his children was to 
settle whatever wrong we had 
done before we went to bed. If 
we needed talking to, he never 
put it off until tomorrow. After it 
was settled he never mentioned 
it again nor would he permit us 
to. 


God is a father who settles 
things. Forgiveness means we 
have been set free to go on living. 
Face it, settle it, go on—that is 
the way to deal with sin before 
God. 


(5) Forgiveness means that we 
surrender that wrong and that we 
surrender to God. Why do we do 
something that is wrong? Be- 
cause we can’t help it? No, be- 
cause we don’t want to help it. 
We do wrong things because we 
enjoy them or because we profit 
by them. As long as the joy we 
receive from wrong is greater 
than the joy of a right relation- 
ship with God, we shall keep on, 
But when we decide, truly decide, 
that we want God more than that 
wrong, then we are willing to give 
it up. 


Also, we cannot say to God, “‘l 
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am yours but on my terms.” 
Again and again have I talked 
with various persons in regard 
to making their lives right with 
God. Individuals often have re. 
plied, “But I am not sure about 
what God wants me to do.” My 
reply is. “Completely decide that 
you will do the right thing.” Then 
when you have committed your- 
self, God will show you what the 
right thing is. God gives insight 
tu those who trust Him. 

(6) If we do not feel forgiven 
it is likely because of our own 
pride. It is so easy to tell our- 
selves, “I’m not such a bad fel- 
low. I really don’t need any 
help.”” We decide we can get 
along without God’s forgiveness. 
But syvch talk is only pretending. 

In “‘Pilgrim’s Progress,’’ we re- 
call how Christian was making 
his way toward the Eternal City. 
On his back was the burden of 
his sins. He came to Calvary, 
climbed to the top and knelt at 
the Cross. The sins were loosed, 
rolled down the hill into a sepul- 
cher and were buried forever. 
Then Christian said with a merry 
heart, “He has given me rest by 
His sorrow and life by His 
death.” 

Forgiveness is a miracle which 

performs. I do not explain 
it. I simply say: “In my hand no 
price I bring; Simply to Thy 
Cross I cling.” 


India’s Neutralism 


Shifts to the Left 


WASHINGTON—Is 


it anything less than 
shockingly fantastic that in a great democratic 
nation seeking to secure its own freedom and 


whose government stands against communism at home, its public 
opinion puts far greater trust in Red China’s Premier, Chou En Lai, 
in Egypt’s anti-Western president, Gamal Nasser, and in Yugoslavia’s 
Communist leader, Marshal Tito, as men of peace and good will than 
in President Eisenhower? This seems almost incredible. 


But it has to be credible be- 
cause it’s true. 


I refer to the attitude of the 
people of India as disclosed in a 
heretofore unpublicized opinion 
survey which gives first, second 
and third place to. the two Com- 
munist figures and to the pro- 
Moscow. Nasser, as leaders to es- 
teem, and a low fourth to Eisen- 
hower. 

This poll has been unpublicized, 
perhaps, because its findings are 
delicate news in India and un- 
pleasant news in the United 
States. 


Why cover them up? Isn’t it 
better to face the facts than to 
tuck them timidly under the rug 
of secrecy? 

This correspondent has _ been 
able to obtain a copy of the poll 
from private sources. It was un- 
dertaken by the Indian Institute 
of Public Opinion whose profes- 
sional standards are comparable 
to those of Elmo Wilson, George 
Gallup and other American poll- 
ing specialists. The central find- 
ings reveal: 

That by majorities ranging 
from more than two-to-one to 
nearly three-to-one the people of 
India who have an opinion at all 
regard Chou En Lai, Nasser and 
Tito more highly than Dwight 
Eisenhower. 

That among those who had an 
opinion, Indians by a majority of 
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12-to-one distrust President Eisen- 
hower over the other three. 

To assess this state of Indian 
public opinion, derogatory of 
President Eisenhower, it is useful 
to look at the returns of the New 
York Herald Tribune-Elmo Wil- 
son poll which found that in 12 or 
13 other foreign countries, includ- 
ing Austria, Sweden, France, 
Germany, Italy, Britain, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is most trusted as 
“the leader doing most to keep 
the peace”’ by majorities ranging 
from two-to-one to 16-to-one. Ei- 
senhower fell behind only in 
Japan where Premier Nehru led. 

Why do people in India trust 
Communists Chou En Lai and 
Tito far more than they do Presi- 
dent Eisenhower? 

My own judgment would be 
that this popular Indian trust of 
foreign Communist leaders is the 
direct result of Premier Nehru’s 
efforts to encourge his people to 
take a benign attitude of neutrali- 
ty between the United States on 
the one hand and the Soviet Union 
and Red China on the other. 

Can Nehru look with comfort 
upon an Indian public opinion 
which has been persuaded that it 
should distrust America and trust 
the Communists? 

Is not this a perilous price for 
neutralism? If it is, Nehru may 
want to give it a second look * 
when the facts come to his notice. 


Dulles Parrots ‘No’ 
As Gromyko Did 


WASHINGTON—You can remember a few 
years back how the Soviet representative on the 
U.N. Security Council—Andrei Gromyko—got to 


saying ‘‘Nyet” to every proposal. It came to be one of those nation- 


al jokes with us that we love to bat around, thus: 


“Mr. Gromyko—he 


say ‘no!’” That was in the days when we had the atom bomb and 
Russia didn’t and Russia was feeling frustrated. 


The Russians got the bomb in 
time, and also the hydrogen 
bomb, and the two big, sprawling 
new world powers were then at 
a sort of standoff, big noise-wise. 
Now, with her missiles and earth 
sateilites, Russia has stepped 
ahead in that area and we, for 
the moment, are frustrated. 

Now ‘ve have — and in fact, we 
have had for some time — our 
own echo for Gromyko. He is 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. Dulles parrots ‘‘no’’ reg- 
ularly Russian. proposals for 
negotiations for a long - term 
peace, or which thir seems to be 


getting close to the appropriate 


moment in history when some- 
body ought to sit down and do 
something - or else! 

His latest ‘‘no” was in reply to 
the proposal by Russian big boss 
Khrushchev for a summit meet- 
ing between the two of us cover- 
ing disarmament and all other 
matters ir dispute and then to 
have a . conference to 


bring other nations into agree- 
ment.

able. A summit meeting between 
the two of us: goes way back in 
_its inception. Clear back, indeed, 
to Josep Stalin who, even before 
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We recognize today, as we have 
before, that this is an effort to 
alienate our free world allies, to 
drive them into “‘neutralism’”’ and 
thus weaken the West. 

Recently Russia has sought to 
strengthen her position with the 
rest of the world by her proposal 
in the United Nations to broaden 
disarmament negotiations by set- 
ting up a “permanent” commis- 
sion representing all U.N. mem- 
bers, big and small, with the 
meetings open to the world. She 
would scrap the present disarma- 
ment subcommittee consisting of 
Britain, France, Canada, Russia 
and the United States.

Tennessee dropped its opener to Auburn, 7-0, and reached its 
peak last week by decking Georgia Tech, 21-6. The game pits Ten- 
nessee’s terrific defense against the potent Reb offense which has 
produced 221 points. The Vols have yielded only one TD in their last 
four games. Ole Miss has scored at least two touchdowns in seven 
winning efforts. 

Perhaps I should have learned better last week when I picked 
Tech to beat the Vols. But I’m selecting underdog Ole Miss to drop 
Tennessee by a score of 21-14. 

The loser in the big one in Memphis will still be in the running 
for a Gator Bowl trip. Texans insist that the Cotton Bowl, scattering 
feelers elsewhere, will gamble on the Army-Navy game again. 
Army brass has removed the Cadets from the bowl eligibles, but 
Navy would still like to visit Dallas. Of course, the Middies have to 
beat Army to clear the path. 

In our neighborhood, Georgia teams will battle Alabama for the 
interstate championship. Auburn is a concrete favorite over Georgia 
in Columbus, and Tech is the choice over Alabama in Birmingham. 
If the Plainsmen and Tide triumph Saturday, Alabama would score 
a clean sweep over Georgia this year. In previous matches Auburn 
nipped Tech, 3-0, and Alabama clipped Georgia, 14-13. 

A few years ago these two matches excited both states and 
often attracted national attention. The only national flavor involved 
this season concerns Auburn’s rating in the various polls. 

The unbeaten Plainsmen are perched on-the third rung of the 

Ils, and a routine triumph over Georgia won't lift them any higher. 

Bulldogs have wallowed in defeat six times, and a much im- 

proved showing will be required to hold down the score against 
Auburn. 

Auburn is the stingiest outfit in the nation, yielding a mere 
average of 136.7 yards per game. The Plainsmen manhandled a 
stout Florida team which chased Georgia out of the Gator Bowl 
last week.

There’s no comparison between the personnel. Auburn is rich 
in talent, and the Georgia record is just about what you'd expect. 
I think Ralph Jordan will be able to name the score in Columbus 
and unless he’s in a generous mood, which isn’t likely, Auburn will 
romp about 39-0. 


After gruelling duels with Duke and Tennessee, Georgia Tech 
shouldn’t have too much trouble in disposing of a mediocre Ala- 
bama crew. 


The flaming spirit which enabled Alabama to extend Tennessee 
and Miss. State earlier in the season was missing last week when 
Tulane topped the Tide. Alabama has won only three games in 
three years, and the consistent pounding has taken a lot out of 
the Tide. 


Neither team has displayed much offensive punch. In seven 
games, Alabama has soaked up four shutouts. Tech has been blanked 
twice, and scored more than twice in only one game. 


The Jackets, keyed highly for Duke and Tennessee, are apt to 
be flat. They were in much the same frame of mind when they 
eked out a 20-13 verdict over Tulane. 

However, Alabama, as last week’s game proved, isn’t as good 
as Tulane. Unless Alabama surprises with a super effort, I expect 
the Jackets to lope under the wire by a 21-0 margin.

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Teens Say Adults 
Are Appreciative 


Adults do show an appreciation for today’s young 
people, according to the majority of teen-agers who ex- 
pressed their opinions in dozens of letters to The Consti- 


tution this week. 

Although it was a close race, 
with opinion about evenly divided, 
there were a few more who de- 
fended adults and maintained that 
the criticism received was justi- 
fied and intended for the young- 
ster’s welfare. 

Others contended that adults 
did not understand teen-agers and 
criticized entirely too much, over- 
looking the “good” teens and 
concentrating on the juvenile de- 
linquents. 

Some felt that too much pub- 
licity was given to youthful crim- 
inals, far out of proportion to the 
total number of crimes committed, 
and not enough given to the good 
deeds teens do. 

Lynda Shaw of Eatonton, a 10th 

ader at Putnam County High 

chool and this week’s winner, 
writes: 

I think that adults in general 
do appreciate today’s young 
people. Most of them are really 
proud of our accomplishments 
and the progress we have made 
and are ready to praise us when 
we do something of special im- 
portance, whether in_ school, 
church or other activities. 


Criticism can be constructive 
as well as destructive, and when 
adults do criticize us, it is be- 
cause they love us and are in- 


terested in our welfare and in | 


helping us. 

Although Carole Kenny, 16, a 
student at Henry Grady High in 
Atlanta, thinks that adults do 
not appreciate young people, she 
also feels that is not entirely their 
fault. 


We certainly can’t blame 
them, for the emphasis is on ju- 
venile delinquency rather than 
juvenile decency. 


If more people recognized the 
good deeds of young people, it 
would not only lift our morale, 
but set an example for those 
who are tempted to do wrong. 
If the emphasis were on good 
deeds rather than bad, there 
would be less juvenile delin- 
quency. 

Along this same line of reason- 
ing is the opinion of Hazel Mad- 
dox, a ninth grader at Madison 
County High School in Colbert. 

Between all age groups there 
is a gulf, she writes, especially 
between adults and teen-agers.

In New Paris Fabrics

PARIS, Nov. 15 (#—Stripes may be important 
in next spring’s Paris fashion shows, fabrics makers 
indicated in the first showing of new high fashion 


textiles. 

Beige, pale banana yellows, 
rosy reds and coral tones 
seemed to predominate in the 
fabrics of 16 major manufac- 
turers, who are in the process 
of selling to all the big-name 
fashion houses for the new col- 
lections. 


Another major trend is iden- 
tical print chiffon and silk taf- 
feta or chiffon and _ cotton. 
These twin fabrics probably in- 
dicate overskirts or drapery for 
spring. 

Stripes ranged from the most 
discreet shadof stripes to big 
bold ones in three colors. Some 
are diagonal, and many are in 
relief, 

Among the newest materials 
are a wool satin that looks like 
silk, a chiffon lace, wool suit- 
ing designs such as Prince of 
Wales plaid, herringbone and 
cheviot, printed on pure silk, 
and a new strawlike synthetic 


called Celtagal. 
The absence of garden-varie- 
ty flower prints is marked in 


the new textile collections. 
When flowers are used, they 
are marshalled into stripes. 


Otherwise, there are small geo- 
metrical prints, batik prints 
that recall the end of the 
1920s, a fair amount of polka 
dots and a great many plain 
colors with a damask effect 
woven in. 

While dress and suit woolens 
are smooth-surfaced and drapy- 
soft, coat materials are  tex- 
tured or oatmealy, often imi- 
tating hand woven homespun. 

Mixtures are more obvious 
than ever before. Flax, rayon 
and jute are mixed for a fab- 
ric with a rough relief texture; 
pastel brocades turn out to be 
a mixture of spun rayon, nylon 
and cotton, and wool is mixed 
with silk or synthetics for vary- 
ing effects.

Gallup Urges | 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15 . 
The average American approves 
thoroughly of the Girl Scouts, 
but he has little idea of what the 
organization is all about, a poll 
taker reported. 


“The public’s attitude toward 
the Girl Scouts might be sum- 
marized as follows,”’ said Dr. 
George Gallup, director of the 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion: 

“Girl Scouts are undoubtedly 
nice, worthwhile people, but ! 
do not have the slightest idea 
what it is they do.”’ 


Gallup described the results of 
a recent poll taken by his or- 
ganization in a speech to some
